Senator Declares That New 
Schedules Should Have 
Been Submitted First.

WASHINGTON, June 6.—President 
E. P. Ripley of the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe; President F. A. Delano of 
the Wabash, President S. M. Fulton 
of the Chicago Great Western, and 
President Marvin Hughitt of the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern, arrived here to- 
day to confer with President Taft re- 
garding the Federal injunction suit 
against.the Western Traffic Associa- 
tion’s increased freight rates. 

The railroad presidents will meet 
Mr. Taft at 3 o'clock this afternoon. 
Attorney-General Wickersham prob- 


ably will be present, 
A number of Senators and Represen- 


tatives in Congress saw the President 
today and it is understood most of them 
talked with him concerning the railroad 
situation. Senator Depew of New York 
was one of the few who consented to 
give his views. 

“I do not sympathize with the rail- 
roads in this instance,’’ he said. ‘“‘They 
should have submitted the proposed in- 
crease in rates to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and sought a hearing 
before that body. They then could have 
presented their case to the public and 
the chances are that the rates would 
have bcen approved, in vart anyway, for 
there are very good reasons why the 
railroads should increase rates.”’ 

- ©’ Depew Says They Are Wrong. 
The higher wages, the increased cost 

‘of materials and other considerations 
are making it necessary for the rail- 
roads to revise thelr tariffs. They wenr 
about this in the wrong way and at 
the wrong time. I think the matter wil! 
be adjusted, however, and I hope the 
railroads will see their way clear to go 
back and follow the course I have sug- 
gested.”’ 

In administration circles today it 
seemed to be the consensus of opinion 
that the conference this afternoon would 
not result in any change in the ad- 
ministration policy. 


The move by the railroads to gain the 
ear of the President and lay their side 
of the controversy before him was the 
result of a sudden decision by Presi- 
dent Ripley, following the appearance 
in Chicago of George W. Perkins, repre- 
senting J. P. Morgan & Co. Soon after 
Mr. Perkins had made hig spectacular 
tour of the headquarters of the big in- 
dustrial corporations and railroads, Fri- 
‘day morning, it was announced that a 
telegram had been sent to President 
Taft asking for a conference. Mr. Taft, 
at that time in Detroit, wired to Mr. 

Riples that he would see the railroad 
envoys at 3 o'clock this afternoon at the 
White House. 

The three railroad presidents boarded 
President Ripley's private car at the 
Union Station Sunday morning and 
were whirled away to Washington at- 
tached to a regular Pennsylvania train. 

Would Enlighten Taft. 

The rumor that the visit to President 
Taft uld be devoted to a strenuous 
appeal that the injunction of Judge 
Dyer be dissolved was denied last night 
by Vice-President W. B. Jansen of the 
Santa Fe. 

“The object of the trip to Washing- 
ton,”’ he said, “‘is.to enlighten President 
Taft on the situation. Apparently he 
does not understand now we stand in 
regard to the subject of increased 
freight rates. Of course, we want the 
injunction dissolved, but there will be 
no attempt made to influence the Pres- 
ident regarding such action. We expect 
there will be a fight. We are prepared 
for litigation and entertain no hope 
that the visit to Mr. Taft by the rail- 
road presidents will obviate the neces- 
, Sity for such action.” 


F. A. Delano, president of the Wabash 
Raliroad, one of the railroad presidents 
who will call upon President Taft, in 

-regerd to the Federal court injunction 
against increase of rates by Western 
railroads, said last night:

Dr. Helen C. Putnam. De- 
clares Overheating Is Re- 
sponsible for Tuberculosis.

Investigator Says Children 
Study Harder in Cooler 
Atmosphere. 





That the rate of mortality from tu- 
berculosis among school teachers is 
higher than in anyother profession, is 
according to Dr. Helen C. Put- 
nam, a distinguished authurity on hy- 
giene, to high temperatures in stuffy 
schoo] rooms. 

Dr. Putnam told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Monday at the Hotel Jefferson, 
where she is attending the thirty-fifth 
annual convention of the American 
Academy of Science, about figures com- 
piled by Dr. Oldright of the University 
of Toronto, on the prevalence of con- 
sumption among school teachers, both 
in Canada and the Dnited States. Lower 
the temperature in the school room, and 
you can cope with the white plague, 
she says. 

Study Harder in Cold. 

There is an intimate connection, Dr. 
Putnam avers, between the temperature 
of a schoolroom and the grades the 
pupils get. She has found that as thy 
temperature goes up, the grades. go 
down. Students’ minds are clearer and 
they study harder in cold air. 

Dr. Putnam is a white-haired, kindly- 
faced, spectacled woman, who bubbles 
over with enthusiasm when she talks of 
hygiene in public schools. She has test- 
ed the atmosphere of 200 schools in 380 
cities in the last four years, and in 
nearly every one she has found the tem- 
perature too high. This accounts in 
jarge measure for the spread of tu- 
berculosis among teachers and pupils, 
she contends. 

Temperature Should Be 68. 

The temperature of a schoolroom 
ought to be between 65 and 68 de- 
grees, Dr. Putnam says—and the 
same rule applies to your residence, 
whether it be a hall bedroom, a flat 
or a mansion. The thermometer 
ought to record that temperature. 
not just in winter, but the year 
round. In nearly every school room 
Dr. Putnam found the temperature 
between 70 and 80 degrees. St. Louis 
school rooms are no exception. 

Dr. Putnam was a delegate to the

CONVICTS MADE. 


GOOD BAD LOIN 
N PENITENTIARY 


Bogus Money Turned Out in 
State Prison With Home- 
Made Implements. 








Secret Service Inspector McHugh, who 
is in St. Louis after. Gonfiscating a 
counterfeiting plant in the penitentiary 
at Jefferson City, declared Monday that 
the “raid'’ was the most remarkable he 
had ever taken part in, and the plant, 
constructed from stolen prison ma- 
terials, a miracle of ingenuity. 

Plaster of paris, stolen while some 
repair work was being done on a Cell 
wall, served, with an old tin can, as 
the miniature furnace for melting the 
metals. The molds aiso were made of 
plaster of paris and were remarkably 
clear, McHugh says. The bellows had 
been skillfully constructed from pagte- 
board and rags, and an old piece of zinc 
had been fashioned into a melting ladle. 

Ingenuity of Prisoners. 

McHugh says that the ingenuity of 
counterfeiters reminds him of a case in 
Philadelphia, several years ago. The 
city had been flooded with bills of the 
“Monroe head’ issues; and the local 
authorities could not lay hands on the 
guilty ones. Inspector Byrnes of New 
York, now dead, who was known as 
one of the cleverest detectives in Amer- 
ica, was put on the case, and arrested 
two men. 

The prisoners, in their cell in jail, 
hit upon the idea of making new coun- 
terfeit plates and selling them to the 
authorities in return for immunity. A 
friend smuggled in a number of $1 bills, 
which the captives bleached and then 
reprinted from photographic plates of 
$20 bills. 

The authorities were amazed when 
the new bogus issue appeared. But the 
prisoners did not have time to sell their 
secret for !mmunity. Byrnes traced the 
guilt to them, and the plates were 
found buried in the grave of one of 
the fathers of one of the men. 

Several years ago the warden 
guards at the Missouri Penitentiary 
were startled to find many of their 
prisoners enjoying hilarious jags every 
day. The guards made sure no liquor 
was entering the institution, and were 
at their wits’ end until they found 
that one of the convicts had set up a 
little still in his cell and was supplying 
his mates with whisky or its equivalent 
in potency. 

There were three molds used by the 
efferson City convict coinackers, one for 
§0-cent pieces, another for quarters, and 
another for 5-cent pieecs. It was the 
intention of the convicts to use the 
product of the plant at the three-day 
Fourth of July celebration allowed to 
the prisoners, during which they have 
small concessions in the prison, and sell 
soda trinkets. 

These field days take place also at 
Christmas, and fo: the last 20 years 
spurious coins have been found after 
the semi-annual celebrations. Some- 
times prison officials who spent nfOney 
at the concessions got them, but they 
were never able to find the plant and 
supposed the counterfeit coins came in 
from the outside. 

If Lee-J. Jayne, a Kansas City prison- 
er with two years of five to gerve for 
forgery, had not been so fond of stay- 
ing in his cell, when he might have 
been exercising in the corridors, Warden 
Andrae would have suspected nothing. 
The other occupant of the cell was 
Joseph Vail, also of Kansas City, with 
six years to serve for robbing a freight 
car.

Members of the First M. E. Church 
at Belleville are discussing with con- 
siderable animation an address deliv- 
ered before the Methodist Brother- 
nood of the church by L D. Turner, a 
prominent Belleville attorney. which 
was construed by some of his hearers 
as a defense of the saloon business. 

Turner is the legal. representative 
of one of the Belleville breweries, but 
he said Monday that he spoke entire- 
ly as a citizen in presenting his view 
of the best policy itn dealing with in- 
temperance. 

Turner’s address was delivered at the 
monthly meeting of the Methodist 
Brotherhood Friday night. is subject 
was “The Brotherhood of Man.” When 
he concluded he was applauded by parr 
of the members. There was no public 
discussion of the address, but after the 
adjournment the members talked about 
it. Some approved of Turner’s reason- 
ing and some. disapproved. Since the 
meeting the discussion..has continued, 
and different versions of what Turner 
said have been circulated. 

Plead for Liberality. 

According to some, he gave beer a 
good healthy boost, and according to 
others he merely counseled moderation 
in dealing with the temperance ques- 
tion under. the conditions that exist 
in Belleville. 

Turner was asked Monday to give the 
substance of his address to the Post- 
Dispatch. He said: 

“My address was an appeal for liber- 
ality and discretion in dealing with 
things as they exist. I did not use the 
word ‘beer.’ My subject was ‘The Broth- 
erhood of Man.’ In touching on the 
temperance question I spoke of brother- 
hood as applied to it. Every man should 
be dealt with liberally, I said, as a 
brother. I said that more would be ac- 
complished by a liberal attitude than by 
force. The thing to do is to make 
things more respectable in connection 
with the saloon business. |

“T am opposed to dealing with the 
question along lines of destruction. To 
attempt to destroy the saloon business 
is wrong in principle. It is a legitimate 
business. It is just as legitimate as 
making gunpowder or anything else. | 
am opposed to its abolition.

WOOSTER LAMBERT 
PETS BALANCE OF 
HIS INHERITANCE 


Princeton -Student Now Is 
Richest: Unmarried Young 
Man in St. Lous. 


Wooster Lambert, by his attorneys, 
acknowledged in the Probate Court Mon- 
day.the receipt of $389,138.75 in cash and 
stock in the Lambert Pharmacal Co. 
valued at $200,000—the balance of his in- 
heritance of $806,188.75 from the estate of 
his father, the late Jordan W. Lam- 
bert. His guardians, Arthur W. Lam- 
bert and A. R. Deacon, were discharged 
by the court. 


Young Lambert,. who is a student at 
Princeton University, was 21 years old 
Feb. 2 of this year, and $217,000 was pald 
to him on that date by his guardians. 
His attorneys were Judge Daniel G. 
Taylor and John W. Draybelle. 

Wooster Lambert now is, in his own 
right, said to be the richest unmarried 
young man in St. Louls. He is inter- 
ested in aviation, like his brother, Al- 
bert Bond Lambert, president of the St 
Louis Aero Club, and has been in ne- 
gotiations for a Wright aeroplane. 

The Lambert estate, at the death of 
Jordan W. Lambert in 1889, was worth 
$12,000. By a provision of the will, 
Wooster’s share was not to be sepa- 
rated from the estate until he became 
of age. The business has since proved 
@ bonagta, yielding several millions of 
dollars.

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FREED FOLLOWING 
WIFE'S ACQUITTAL 


Circuit Attorney Jones De- 
cides That Case Against 
Him Is Too Weak. 








The case against Dr. Loren B, 
Dora E. Doxey on a charge of mur- 
Dore E. Doxey on a charge of mur- 
dering William J. Erder with arsenic 
will be dismissed. This was the de- 
cision Monday of Circuit Attorney 
Jones, after gq conference with his as- 
sistants. The acquittal of Mrs. Doxey 
practically sets her husband free, 
Jones thinks. 

While this conclusion was being 
reached, Mrs. Doxey, an unexpected 
visitor in Columbus, Neb., where she 
Was arrested, was conferring with 
lawyers about the household furni- 


and stored after her arrest. Her ar- 
rival created astonishment in the 
town, but a news telegram says she 
looked her old neighbors and co- 
workers in the church straight in 
the eye, as one who had been fully 
vindicated, and that when they met 
her they invariably bowed. The ex- 
pression of acquaintance went no fur- 
ther than that. They did not stop 
to chat with Mrs. Doxey, ' 

Just when the case against Dr. Dox- 
ey would be dismissed could not be 
ascertained Monday. Jones said ac- 
tion would be taken probably Tues- 
day or Wednesday, but that it was 
still a matter for consideration in the 
Circuit Attorney's office. 

“We are not going to take any snap 
judgment in the matter,” said Jones, 
“Every bit of evidence will be care- 
fully weighed before the case is dis- 
nected I do not intend to act in 

The Circuit Attorney’s staff has not 
yet completely recovered from its sur- 
prise at the verdict in Mrs. Doxey’s 
case, The circumstantial] evidence 
against her was considered the strong- 
est possible, and the fact that the prose- 
cution was unable to show by eye-wit- 
nesses that the defendant administered 
poison to Erder was never considered 
an obstacle by the State's attorneys. 

Dr. Doxey was arrested Dec. 7, 1909, 
after he had accompanied his wife .to 
St. Louis, but the evidence against him 
was held not to be strong enough, and 
he was released after 13 hours. He was 
rearrested Deo, f7, after a joint indict- 
ment against him and his wife had been 
found and has been in jail ever since. 


The charge against Dr. Doxey rested 
mainly on the fact that hfs wife gave 
him nearly all of the $2700 insurance she 
collected on Erder’s life, and that he 
purchased !n Columbus, Neb., cacodylate 
of soda, a poisonous arsenic compound. 

The testimony as to the purchase of 
the drug was so weakly introduced at 
the trial of Mrs. Doxey, and the proof 
that the drug was deadly was so insuf- 
ficient, that the counts of the indiot- 
ment referring to it were stricken out 
by Judge Grimm, leaving only a genera] 
reference to arsenic. 

Murder Evidence Lacking. 

It was not proved that the cacodylate 
reached Mrs. Doxey, and this left the 
case against the physician so weak- 
ened, in view of her acquittal, that it 
was concluded that it was useless to 
try to prosecute Dr. Doxey even on 
a charge of a plot to kill. The acquitta] 
of the wife left the prosecution without 
evidence that murder had been done. 

Dr. Doxey said he was very glad to 
hear he was to be released, but that he 
was not surprised. He expected to be

Mail for Doctors to Be Dis- 
tributed From the 
Coliseum. 





Many men of medicine and dexterous 
wielders of the lancet invaded St. Louis 
Monday, in readiness for the national 
convention of the American Medical As- 
sociation, which is to begin Tuesdey at 
the Coliseum. 

Armed with voluminous papers, poison 
cases and surgical instruments for the 
clinics to be held, the representative sur- 
geons and physicians of the United 
States began foregathering in St. Louis 
hotels, where during the day several 
Subordinate organizations held sessions. 

Among the arrivals were ‘‘regulars’’ 
and ‘“‘insurgents’’ in the House of Dele- 
gates, which elects the officials of the 
organization. This unlque body is made 
up of one delegate from every 500 mem- 
bers of the State organizations, and 
there are those, notably in the Chicago 
association, who say Cannonism pre- 
vails, and that there’s a trust which dis- 
tributes offices. 

The “insurgents” are not strong 
enough to cause any ripple of change in 
the program mapped out, according to 
the “regulars;’’ but the ‘“insurgents’’ 
deny this. They say they will be heard 
from during this convention. The na- 
tional association has 90,000 members, 
5000 of whom are expected to attend this 
convention. 

The preliminary work of the conven- 
tion was outlined Tuesday by. Dr. Wil- 
liam C. Gorgas, chief sanitary officer 
of the Panama Canal, at the first ses- 
sion of the House of Delegates. On 
Tuesday he will turn over the conven- 
tion to Dr. William H. Welch of Balti- 
more. Dr. Welch will preside during the 
week. The session will end Friday. 

Fifteen young women under the direc- 
tion of Miss Bertha Davy of St. Louis 
have charge of the postoffice of the 
essociation. As the physicians arrive 
they register at the postoffice, located 
on the arena floor. Upon payment of an- 
nual dues they get badges, credentials 
and programs. Mail addressed to the 
delegates during the week will be dis- 
tributed from this station. Fully 6000 
and probably 10,000 doctors are expected 
to attend the convention.

IS TO ENTER $30,000 FLIGHT 





Winner of Endurance 
Races Is Practicing 
for New York-St. 
Louis Contest. 





He Will Use a Biplane 
of His Own Design, 
With Powerful En- 
gine of New T ype.

NEW YORK, June 6.—Charles W. Mfil- | 
ler, the six-day bicycle racer and for 
years the champion, is the latest en- 
trant for the new $30,000 aviation prize 
offered by the World and Post-Dispatch. 

The competitors for the flight be- 
tween New York and St. Louls include 
the champion, Glenn H. Curtiss, C. K. 
Hamilton, the first man who ever made 
a flight with a parachute; Capt. Thomas 
S. Baldwin, one of the most daring of 
balloonists; J. C. Moss, a Curtiss opera- 
tor; Joseph Seymour, machinist of the 
Wrights, either driven by or for them, 
and now the man whose head and 
nerves never failed him in the hardest 
grinds, C. W. Miller. 

Miller began his practice for the prize 
last week. His aeroplane is of his own 
designing. It is a biplane about the 
size of the Wrights, but in shape is 
more like the Curtiss, except that in 
place of ailerons for stability it has 
vertical surfaces hetween the planes, as 
on Hargrave'’s box kite. They act au- 
tomatically in righting the aeroplane, 
and they avoid any infringement ques- 
tion with the Wright company. 

New Type of Engine, 

The most interesting feature about 
Miller’s apparatus is its engine. It is 
the first of a new type invented by 
Gustave Whitehead of Bridgeport, 
Conn., and the experts are looking for 
big things from it. It is four-cylin- 
der and two-cycle, 75-horsepower, and 
weighs only 200 pounds. Being two-cycie 
instead of four-cycle, which is the cus- 
tomary form of explosive engines, it is 
practically equal to an eight-cylinder 
motor, since the pistons have to travel 
only twice to each explosion instead of 
four times. 

The cylinders are bored out of solid 
billets of chrome nickel steel, carefully 
tempered, and it is believed they will 
not burst, which is the bugbear of light 
engines with cast iron cylinders. Within 
the past 10 days two motors have been 
blown to pieces on an aeroplane at Min- 
eola. The light, cast-iron cylinders 
would not stand the enormous strain. 
On the Whitehead motor the water jack- 
ets are of copper and are pressed on. 

Miller believes the two-cylinder type 
will have a great advantage on a long 
run because of the simplicity of the 
motor. 

Advantage in High Power, 

So far this is the highest powered mo- 
tor that has yet been put upon a bi- 
plane, but it is understood that two men 
who hope to win the $30,000 and the 
championship of the air are having 100- 
horsepower engines built. 

During the flights at Mineola last 
week it was obvious that the 50-horse- 
bower motor used by Hamilton gave 
him an enormous advantage over an 
aeroplane exactly similar to his own 
having a motor of only 2-horsepower. 
Hamilton is a great believer in plenty 
of power. It is, he says, half the secret 
of flight. Joseph Seymour is getting a 
bigger motor for his machine. 

According to Miller’s figures, his ma- 
chine should carry two passengers in ad- 
dition to the driver. This, he antici- 
pates, will enable him, when he drives 
alone, to carry so much fuel that it will 
be practically only physical exhaustion 
that will cause him to descend on a long 
flight. His training against physical ex- 
haustion will, he believes, give him an 
enormous advantage over all other '‘com- 
petitors for the big prize. He thinks he 
can make the 1,000 miles with fewer 
stops than anybody else.

International Congress on School Hy- 
giene in London in 1907, and will gO 
to Paris next August to attend a like 
congress. She is chairman of the 
committee on school hygiene of the 
Academy of Medicine, and in that ca- 
pacity will read a report at the con: 
vention, Nov. 9 to 11, to the American 
Association for the Study and Pre- 
vention of Infant Mortality. 

This report will cover study since 1903 
of school conditions, and one of its rec- 
ommendations will be that all public 
school janitors and superintendents to 
janitors be instructed in the principles 
and methods of sanitary care of the 
premises. Where such appointments are 
made under civil service rules, hygiene 
should be included in the examination, 
the report will say.

Albert Bond Lambert, president of the 
St. Louis Aero Club, offered a prize of 


$100 Monday to any person who will 
find a suitable aviation field in the 
vicinity of the city. 

Lambert has spent several weeks and 
motored 500 miles through St. Louis 
County and Illinois In search for an ad- 
equate course. He has two sites now 
under consideration, he says, but hoped? 
to find better ones from which to pick. 

The only conditions imposed are that 
the field shall be within reasonable 
distance of the city, connected with it 
by a street car or railway line, and 
capable of being converted into a course 
a mile in circumference. 

An aviation field is indispensable for 
the aviation program ‘oapped out for St. 
Louis this year. First will come the 
amateur tourney, which has been post- 
poned until the middle of July because 
its entries are so promising that the 
Aero Club would not be able to make 
proper preparations by the end of June. 

Then will come the New York World- 
Post-Dispatch flight from New York to 
St. Louls, the St. Louls-Kansas City 
contest and, finally in October, the 
international aeroplane meet for which 
five Wright machines have already been 
promised.

Smoke to Mask Course, 

Lambert outlined a spectacular plan 
Monday for guiding aviators on their 
long flights by pillars of smoke.

But, to 
make the: best time, they should follow 
an air line. 

“For the flight between St. Louis and 
Kansas City the Aero Club would be 
willing to map out a bee line course, 
and engage farmers along the route to 
burn tar in barrels. Tar gives off th2 
densest smoke known. In order to dis- 
tinguish the signal smoke from that of 
chimneys, the tenders would occarional- 
ly ‘blanket’ the barrels, so as to give 
a sort of dot and dash effect. 

“It was suggested that roofs along 
the course should be painted a certain 
cclor, or crosses raised upon them. But 
these signals would be invisible if an 
aviator were flying at a high altitude.”

GOV. HADLEY POINTS OUT 
MISSOURI’S LOW STANDING 
IN EDUCATIONAL MATTERS 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 6.—Gov. 
Hadley, in an address before the 
county superintendents of public 
schools in convention here, declared 
that educational affairs in Missour! 
are far from satisfactory. He gave 
statistics showing that while Mis- 
sourt is fifth in school population 
and wealth she ranks thirteenth in 
the percentage of literacy of her adult 
males, twenty-first in the average 
annual salary of teachers, twenty- 
ninth in the annual expenditure per 
capita for school purposes and twen- 
ty-ninth in the Hteracy of her chil- 
dren of school age. 

These statistics are based upon the 
census of 1900, he explained, asda he 
expressed the prediction that marked 
improvement has been made since. 

The Governor attributed the high 
percentage of iliteracy among adults 
and children in Missouri to the 
sparsely settied condition of the 
south portion of the State. He rec- 
ommended higher salaries for teach- 
ers, better equipment of schools and 





teachers.

TO INSPECT GHETTO 





Col. William C. Gorgas, Famous Authority on 
Sanitation, Will See for Himself the “Plague 
Spot of the United States.” 





Cel. William C. Gorgas, probably the 
most eminent American authority on 
sanitation, will make a tour of the 
Ghetto, dubbed “the plague spot of the 
United States” by delegates to the re- 
cent National Conference of Charities 
and Corrections, while in St. Louis as a 
delegate of the American Medical As- 
sociation. 

“Practical application of science,” 
said Col. Roosevelt in his recent address 
at the University of Berlin, “has 
changed the Isthmus of Panama from a 
death-trap into what is almost a health 
resort.”” Col. Gorgas is the man who 
did the practical] applying. 

It was in transforming Havana from 
a@ pestilential city of death, where men 
keeled over from yellow fever until the 
city authorities almost lost count of the 
funerals, that Col. Gorgas won his first 
distinction. He was sent first to the 
hospital at Siboney, Cuba, because he 
was immune to the fever, having suf- 
fered it while a post surgeon in the 
Southwest. 

Went to Havana. 

Then Dr. Gurgas was sent to Ha- 
vana, and became sanitary officer. He 
was a believer in the theory that yel- 
low fever is caused by the bite of the 
stegommyia mosquito. He caused Ha- 
vana to be screened, poured out all the 
clear stagnant water, where mosqui- 
toes breed, drenched the town with pe- 


troleum, smudged it with sulphur, and 
stopped the epidemic. 

When the United States bought the 
abandoned De Lesseps Canal, with its 
fringe of skeletons in long trenches— 
victims of yellow fever, Col. Gorgas was 
sent thither. 

‘‘Make it heaithful,”’ he was instruct- 
ed. And he did. The canal zone went 
through pretty much the same screen- 
ing and drenching and smudging that 
Havana had submitted to, most of the 
mosquitoes died, and those that lived 
could not get to yellow fever patients, 
to bite them and carry the disease to 
other persons. 

Col. Gorgas was born in Alabama. He 
was graduated from tne University of 
the South, at Suawanee, Tenn., attend- 
ed the Bellevue Hospital Medical Col- 
lege in New York, and entered the army 
es a surgeon, with the rank and pay of 
a lieutenant, in 1880. 

An army surgeon is supposed to know 
how to do anything from pulling a tooth 
to operating for appendicitis, and Col. 
Gorgas had a wide range of experience 
while stationed in the South and South- 
west. He was at Fort Brown, Browns- 
ville, when he had the yellow fever 
and recovered. Subsequently he served 
in Florida. Texas and Dakota. He was 
sent to Cuba in 1898, and since then has 
devoted nearly all his time to problems 
of sanitation. 





APPENDIGITTS 1S 
LIKE HOUSE AFIRE, 
SAYS DR. MURPHY 


A case of appendicitis is pretty much 
like a house afire, in the opinion of 
Dr. John B. Murphy of Chicago, inven- 
tor of the “Murphy Button,”’ and the 
greatest living authority on the disease. 
He is a delegate to the national meet- 
ing of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, in session at St. Louis.

The “Murphy button,” a contrivance 
to prevent rupture of the wound after 
an operation for appendicitis, which is 
sewn in when the wound is closed, only 
helped to make the inventor more fa- 
mous. He was famous before that, 
having performed the first operation for 
appendicitis ever undertaken, March 2, 
1859. For two decades thereafter the 
disease was known in Europe as ‘the 
American disease,’’ because only Ameri- 
can surgeons knew how to cure it. 

Dr. Murphy is known as “the doctor 
to great men.”’ He is the holder of the 
Cc. W. Laetare medal for abdominal 
surgery and is supposed to have the 
record for large fees, it being a Chicago 
tradition that he received as much as 
$25,000 each from several millionaires 
there. 

Dr. Murphy was born at Appleton, 
Wis., 63 years ago, and was educated 
at Rush Medical College in Chicago ahd 
in Germany. 

‘There are too many ‘isms’ cornected 
with disease,”” Dr. Murphy said. “If 
people could only realize that there is 
nothing occult, nothing hidden, nothing 
mysterious or supernatural in it, but 
only the inevitable results of the opera- 
tions of certain natural laws, we could 
knock the death rate sky high. Every- 
thing we know can be explained by the 
common laws of chemistry, biology and 
mechanics.

CRITICAL YEAR 
IN UNIVERSITY 
HISTORY ENDING 


State Institution at Columbia 
Begins Its Commence- 
ment Exercises. 








Spedial to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., June 6.—Commence- 
ment week began at the University of 
Missouri yesterday with the baccalaure- 
ate sermon by the Rev. Shailer Mat- 
thews of Chicago. 

This morning the class day exercises 
were held by the graduates. Miss 
Mary Paxton of Independence, Mo., 
read the class history. John Robert 
Moore recited the class poem and the 
class oration was delivered before the 
columns by Fred Wolfers. Carl L. 
Ristine, captain of the champion foot- 
ball eleven, delivered the athletie ora- 
tion on Rollins’ Feld. A class tree was 
t.anted on the quadrangle and the tree 
oration was delivered by Henry ElHot Jr. 
Tonight the Q. E. B. H. banquet and 
the sénior ball will be given. 

This week closes one of the critica] 
and most trying years in the history 
of the unitversity. The school began 
the present year with a new president 
and facing poverty on account of the 
failure of the last Legislature to pro- 
vide for the needs of the institution. 

Tuition Charged for First Time. 

Tuition was charged for the first 
time in the history of the school.. A 
number. of capable teachers were of- 
fered higher salaries at other places 
and since the Board of Curators could 
not meet the figures made by other 
schools the quality of the faculty was 
depleted. In the place of these men 
graduates were employed to teach. 

One development this year was in 
the university’s publicity bureau, as 
the. recently established School of 
Journalism has been called. For two 
years the university has been fur- 
nishing the news for a paper called 
the University Missourian, which is 
in active Competition with the other 
papers in the State. This daily is 
supposed to be independent of uni- 
versity support, but all the news and 
other matter is written by students 
of the School of Journalism and the 
professors of the school “make-up” 
the paper. 

In connection with the school of jour- 
nalism also a number of prominent 
newspaper men in the State were invited 
to speak here editors’ week, and their 
expenses were paid by the university. 
More than one hundred and fifty at- 
tended. 

The school of agriculture this year 
has the largest enrollment of any de- 
partment except the College of Arts and 
Sciences. More than the, cost of the 
entire plant has been saved to the State 
through the hog cholera serum alone, 
which was discovered through expert- 
ments conducted on the university's 
farm. 

The victory of the football team over 
Kansas University and the winning of 
the Missourt Valley championship is a 
source of State-wide congratulation. 
The baseball team also won the valley 
championship. 


*Students Kept in Leash. 
President A.~Ross Hill has endeav- 


ored to exercise paternal control over 
all those activities formerly regarded 
as belonging to the sphere where the 
individual might exercise freedom. The 
places where students shall board, the 
hours they shall keep after dark, how 
many beaux a co-ed shall have, the 
use of strong language in student 
songs, student ‘“‘stunts’’ and even class 
fights themselves have been made the 
subject of regulation. A censorship has 
been established over all the publica- 
tions and criticism of university offi- 
cers has been visited with the presi- 
dent’s displeasure. 

The principal efforts of all friends of 
the university will be bent this summer 
towards getting the amendment pro- 
posed to the State Constitution on the 
ticket next election. The required num- 
ber of signers to the initiative petition 


and students going home will be fvr- 
nished blank petitions to have filled, 
Special agents are also being sent cut 
with petitions.

Pennsylvania Experimenter 
Says Assayers Declare 
His Mixture Is Silver. 


te ee

Boreau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, June 6.—Twelve ounces 
of silver, which originally were but 81x, 
have been sent to the United States 
mint at Washington be tested for 
their fineness. 

The piece of metal was taken 
the furnace of Dr. F. W. Lange 
Scranton, Pa., after an experiment iden- 
tical with that which caused the death 
of Banker Dickinson of Pittsburg. 

The experiment was made in the pres- 
ence of a reporter for the World and 
Post-Dispatch. After the test was done 
the chemist made the following state- 
ment: 

“TIT consider it best to tell the world 
at large this story of what I believe is 
really one of the most scientific ad- 
vances of the century, reserving only to 
myself the essential features of the pro- 
cesses upon which I have developed 
something that the scientific world is 
‘ery doubtful about, but will become 
nore interested in as time evolves it 
snd I am able to announce its progress. 

Withholds His Secret. 

Naturally, it would be foolish for me 
to give publicity to a matter that con- 
.\reoverts scientific theories unless backed 
by facts. It would be foolish for me 
also to give away the process that these 
facts are founded upon and that has 
already large commercial value. For 
this reason I withhold the essential] 
features of the formula. 

“IT am a practicing physician in the 
city of Scranton and have been for 
the last 20 years. A graduate of Wes- 
leyan University, class of ’88, and of the 
Hahnemann Medical College of Phila- 
delphia. At Wesleyan I studied chem- 
istry under the world-wide known Prof. 
Atwater, and the other lines of scientific 
education that I enjoyed at W'esleyan 
came to me from Prof. W. H. Conn. 

“Naturally enough, as I sought for in- 
_ formation, I was brought in contact 
with and sought principally men who 
were interested as I am and got all 
the information I could gather regard- 
ing silver and the chemicals derived 
from it. 

“A few years ago a proposition was 
brought to me by which it was claimed 
a new smokeless powder could be pro- 
moted, and that this powder would over- 
come the bad effects of the gas pro- 
duced by the powder now used in coal 
mines. It devolved upon me to investi- 
gate its scientific combination and the 
chemicals involved in preparing it. 

Combination Seemed Empossible. 

“At first it seemed impossible to me 
thai such a combination could be made, 
bechuse it would immediately controvert 

ntific .principles, but I fitted out a 
aboratory in which I could develop high 
heat in the production and evolution of 
building up elementary products, and 
continued to seek further suggestions 
along these lines from others which cost 
me many hours of my time and consid- 

j erable money. 

“Some of these suggestions were very 
valuable, though I received them from 
men in different parts of the country, 
and finally I was able to produce what I 
call a matrix, and had this analyzed by 
chemists In different parts of the coun- 
try so as to satisfy myself as to what 
others might say, as to what this prod- 
uct was. 

“It has been now about three years 
sinee I have been following up this 
line of investigation. At first, after 
my laboratory was equipped, the syn- 
thetic building up of this substance 
and the procuring of its exact re- 
actions were different from anything 
I have ever observed, and they led 
me to seek further. 

Assayers Call It Silver. 

“After producing this matrix, in or- 
der to make more positive the tests 
that are more crucial, proving that 
this matrix that looked like silver and 
acted like silver... I produced nitrates 
as beautiful as any that a chemical 

‘ laboratory produces with the element 
silver chemically used, only that I 
had an excess of nitrates, 

“T had specimens sent to assayers 
in different parts of the country. 
Imagine my feelings when all the as- 
gayers reported on my samples as 
silver running from 92 per cent to 

98 per cent pure. Specimens of the 
same samples were sent to different 
assayers and their assays all agreed. 

“Is my new metal silver? Does its 
manufacture mean that I have trans- 
muted metals? 

“That is what the world is startled 
about. That is the hue and cry 
against any claim that I may have. 4 
Still, it analyzes silver, it reacts sil- 
ver, it makes nitrates, it makes chlo- 
rides of silver, it produces the same 
results as the chemicals derived from 
silver. 

“My position now is the same ae it 
has been since my first discovery. I 
am a physician and am an ey 
menter in chemistry, organic and in- 
organic, but I am not a specialist In 
chemistry. 

“As to the story that I can make 
a ton of my metal from an original 
ymall quantity, that is ridiculous, 
and I have not been trying to prove 
anything of the kind. I have not 

‘succeeded in multiplying molecules 
in that proportion. There is a limit 
as to how far this can be carried. 
and this limit is one of the new and 
important features of the discovery. 

“We do not care to waste time about 
the Philosopher's Stone. That is a 
matter hazy, coming down from the 
ages of mysticism. Mystery is not 
tangible.

T0 COMPEL FREE 
EXPRESS DELIVERY 


New State Law Will Be 
Asked, Following Prosecu- 
tion Under Present Ones. 


Assistant Attorney-General Atkinson 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter at Jeffer- 
son City Monday that he will have in- 
troduced into the next Legislature & 
bill conferring specifically upon the 
State Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sion the power to compel express 
companies to deliver parcels free in all 
Missouri cities within reasonable limits. 

Uncertainty exists, Atkinson says, as 
to the power of the Railroad Commis- 
sion to regulate express rates. 


“The proposed law will be made to 
apply,” he said, ‘‘to all business originat- 
ing in Missouri. Under the Hepburn 
law interstate express business is under 
the sole jurisdiction of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission." 

Atkinson made it clear, however, that 
Attorney-General Major will proceed un- 
der the present statutes to compel the 
companies to extend the zone of free 
delivery in St. Louis. 

The Attorney-General says he can pro- 
ceed against the express companies in 
the following ways: 

By information to punish and fine the 
express companies for discrimination 
against persons on the outside of the 
free zone. 

By mandamus to compe! the companies 
to comply with the orders of the board 
and to extend the free delivery zone. 

By ouster proceedings under the anti- 
trust laws.

DOUTOR'S CHARGE 


Dean Waldo Briggs Declares 
Flexner Report Is to 
Favor Combine. 

ST. 


LOUIS ASSAILED 





All Except Two Schools Are 
Declared Unfit to Train 
Physicians. 





Dr. Waldo Briggs, dean of the St. 
Louis College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Monday that the report of Abraham 
Flexner of the Carnegie Foundaiton, 
characterizing the independent medica! 
schools of St. Louis and Missouri as 
“utterly wretched,” was made in the 
interest of Washington University and 
American Medica) 


which, he says, is a trust. 

The Flexner report states that medica] 
education in‘ Missouri is at a lew ebb, 
and that the hepe of the future lies in 
Washington University. The Barnes 
University and American Medical Col- 
lege are condemned as inefficient. 

The American Medical Association is 
holding its convention in St. Louis. 

“The. association ig a-trust,” said Dr. 
Briggs,.‘‘and is conducted in the inter- 
est of medical colleges having university 
connections. It is trying. to drive the 
independent colleges, like the St. Louis 
College of Physicians and Surgeons out’ 
of business. 

“The Flexner report is unjust. 
pect opposition to the ideas it contains 


the Association, 


{ will develop in the convention of the 


American Medical Association.” 
Oldest Medical School. 

“The St. Louis College of Physicians 
and Surgeons was founded in 1869, and 
is the Oldest medical school in this city. 
It has more alumni in Missouri and in 
the West and Southwest than any other 
school. Its success has made the uni- 
versity colleges jealous. 

“The independent medical schools are 
necessary—just as necessary as inde- 
pendent business establishments. 

“This whole report, so far as St. Louis 
is concerned, was made in the interest 
of Washington University. Medical edu- 
cation in the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons is equal to the best. Our 
school is in good standing in every State 
in the Union: Our graduates are re- 
ceived by all State boards. Washington 
University’s are not. 

“The State boards are generally par- 

ties to the medical trust, and would 
like to see the independent medica! 
schools driven out of business. The 
Missouri State board, however, is not 
in sympathy with the medical trust. 
“Flexner never visited the St. Louis 
College of Physicians and Surgeons. All 
he knows about it is what friends of 
Washington University told him. 
“The Flexner report is likely to do 
great harm. Flexner is not a physician 
and is not, to my knowledge, competent 
to pass judgment on the medical schools 
of this city.”’ 

Dr. Charles H. Hughes, dean of the 
Barnes University, could not be reached 
Monday. : 
The Flexner report, which has the ap- 
proval of Henry 8S. Pritchett, president 
of the Carnegie Foundation, says ‘that 
Washington University must be the 
main factor in the training of physi- 
cians for the Southwest. He says there 
is abundant evidence that those inter- 
ested in Washington University appre- 
clate its ‘‘manifest destiny’’ and it bids 
fair in a short time to possess labora- 
faculty and hospitals conforming 
in every respect to ideal standards, 


Flexner declares that many of the 
schools in Missouri, Illinois, Pennsyl- 
vania and California do not even re- 
quire a high-school education for ad- 
mission of students. He says the clin- 
ical facilities of the St. Louls medical 
scheols are unsatisfactory makeshifts. 
The dispensary conditions, he says, are 
still .worse. 


Education at Low Ebb. 

Regarding the schools of St. Louis 
and Missouri, the Flexner report says: 

Medical education in Missouri is at 
a low ebb. ‘he State Board lacks 
authority. to enforce even a high- 
school preliminary—the more regret- 
table as, under the stimutating in- 
fluence of the State University, an 
excellent high school system had 
been developed. In consequence, the 
State is badly overcrowded with 
practitioners trained in poor schools, 
and still maintains some of the poor- 
est schools in the country. 

Utterly wretched’ are the Kansas 
City Hahnemann Medical College, 
Central College of Osteopathy, Amer- 
ican School of Osteopathy (Kirks- 
ville), St. Loults College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, American Medical Col- 
lege, Hippocratean College of Medi- 
cine; feeble and without promise are 
Barnes’ Medical College, though the 
last named is distinctly superior to 
the other eight. There remain the 
two-year school conducted by the 
State University ani the St. Louis 
University school of medicine. 

Praises Washington University. 

There are in the State of Mis- 
sourt fifty-odd academic institu- 
tions, of which only two have re- 
sources adquate to support medi- 
cal schools, the State University 
and Washington University... Of 
the several towns in the State 
capable of suplying clinical ma- 
terial, only one—St. Louis—con- 
tains a strong resident univer- 
sity. Washington University, 
St Louis, is, therefore, at this. 
writing, marked out as the nat- 
ural patron of medical education 
in Missouri. 

The report then outlines the ez- 
pected progress of Washington Uni- 
versity. 

Dr. Charles Hughes, dean of Barnes 
Univegsity, criticises severely the state- 
ments made in the Flexner report and 
says his statements are a base slander

TAFT ON MUCK-RAKING. 

“This muck-raking,” said President Taft, in his 
address at the Ohio Northwestern University, re- 
ferring to attacks on men in public life, “is an 
outgrowth and probably the unavoidable after- 
math of laudable and necessary attack upon 
abuses which have shown themselves in a form 
of corporate greed and control of parties.” 

The past tense is amusing; as if “corporate 
greed and control of politics” had passed away 
in this country; as if there would ever be a time, 
so long as there are corporations and advantages 
to be gained by political control, when there will 
not be “‘corporate greed and control of politics;” 
as if the necessity for legitimate attacks upon 
“corporate greed and contro] of politics” no ‘ong- 
er existed. 

The President talks marvelously like an un- 
thinking boy. Under his definition of muck-rak- 
ing as “vicious and unfounded attacks on the 
honesty and upright character and patriotic mo- 
tives of men in political affairs,” it is inde- 
fensible. But, he says, newspapers and maga- 
zines that indulge in such muck-raking have 
lost their influence. Why, then, bother about 
them? 


They cannot injure the good man. 

There would be no muck-raking if there was no 
muck. The President’s administration would not 
be suffering from attacks on his subordinates if 
there was no foundation for the charge that it 
is the victim of “corporate greed and control of 
politics.” | 

We fear Mr. Taft is not ingenuous in this 
speech. There is evident resentment of criticism 
of his administration and a des re to dull the 
edge of condemnation by a sweeping denunciation 
of muck-raking and by an intimation that all 
criticism at present is muck-raking. The address 
would have sounded better if more attention had 
been given to muck in public affairs and to the 
tremendous value of courageous and consci¢n- 
tious exposure of pubiic evils and official rascals. 
The President might well have dwelt upon the 
necessity of publicity as a means of protecting 
the public from spoliation and oppression and 
of preserving the republic. 

The President, if he merely wanted to give his 
hearers a discriminating dfscussion of the uses 
and abuses of publicity, might have chosen a bet- 
ter phrasé than that used by Roosevelt, as an 
epithet to, express contempt for All criticism of 
his administration. It is abused/as often as that 
much-abused term, “yellow journalism,” which is 
frequently an epithet applied” by men who have 
been deservedly hard hit, to. newspapers which 
have hit them.

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IS THERE HONOR AMONG THIEVES? 

There may/ be a hundred thievec among the 
bailed, jailed and unjailed statesmen of Illinois, 
but is there honor among them?

Pittsburg be- 
came converted. It is the triumph of a pricking 
conscience.

Woman Juries for Women. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Now that Mrs. Doxey has been acquitted, it 
seems a natural question to ask, “Of what use 
to public safety is a trial by jury?” The ma- 
jcrity of jurors are chosen with a view as to 
the quantity of simpering sentimentality they 
may possess instead of a quality or quantity of 
analytical. judgment or common sense. Modern 
trials by jury have almost invariably resulted 
in verdicts of acquittal or a hung jury when a 
woman is put on trial for a criminal act, and 
justice goes begging for recognition ‘because 
lawyers are allowed to appeal to the sympathet- 
is natures of the jury instead of making a plain 
statement of facts. 

When the indictment has been read, the ref- 
erences tg the real facts are at an end, and the 
trial becomes a battle on technicalities between 
the lawyers in which mean terms are thrown at 
each other until the Judge calls “time.” Then the 
jury retires amid a profusion of red noses, wet 
eyes and limp handkerchiefs to consider not 
whether the accused is guilty, but to decide on 
how much public acclaim and hero worship will 
result from an acquittal. 

When it is a woman on trial for her life, she 
is almost sure of a light sentence or acquittal. 
Why? Because men have not yet come to a 
realization that sex is not an excusable motive for 
murder or any other crime. Few men know that 
psychologically the “female offender” is the most 
malicious, most cunning, most unrelenting of all 
criminals. Read Caesar Lombroso’s “Female Of- 
fender” and discover who and what she is. A 
man will be sent to the gallows by a jury with- 
out any heart-throbs, because he is a man, and 
maybe kas a thick hide and a strong neck, but 
they can’t send a woman there, because she 
looked at them. with eyes that just wouldn't be- 
have, because her skin is tender and her neck is 
soft. Thus is justice cheated. 

There is entirely too much of the old chivalric 
spirit being misapplied, and the sooner we have 
women juries to try women criminals, the sooner 
will the ends of justice be satisfied.

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PHYSICAL VALUATION, 
From the New York World. 

Physical valuation is an essential 
matter in the regulation of rates. In 
the Consolidated Gas case the United 
States Supreme Court gave great im- 
portance to the actual value of the 
trust’s property in considering the 
question whether or not 80 cents was a 
fair rate. It was on the physical valua- 
tion thatit based its conclusions as to 
what constifuted a proper and sufficient 
return for the corporation, 

To appraise the property of the rail- 
roads might or might not imply a 
change in rates. No oné knows what 
the physical value of railroad . property 
is or ever has been at any time. But 
ignorance in that respect in no way 
disproves that physical valuation is a 
reasonable method, as the courts have 
demonstrated, of arriving at the justice 
of rates.

Judge McSurely refused to quash the 
indictment against State Representative 
Browne,’ charged with having bribed an- 
other member of the Illinois Legislature 
to vote for Lorimer for United States 
Senator. His decision was rendered 
after more than a week had been con- 
sumed in hearing and considering the 
arguments of Browne’g counsel denying 
the .jurisdiction of the court apd the 
arguments of the State's Attorney af- 
firming it. ‘‘We had two days of argu- 
ment,’ said the State’s Attorney las: 
Friday, “‘in an effort to get the case 
out of court, and, failing in that, we had 
a half day’s argument by another 
counsel in an effort to get the court 
out of the case. We had two days of 
argument on tHe proposition that the 
venue of this case- is in Sangamon 
County. Weehad an hour's argument on 
the proposition that it is not in San- 
gamon County, but is in the Federal 
Court; and then another hour's arg‘i- 
ment that it is not in the Federal Court 
at all—in fact, it isn’t anywhere.’’ What 
was meant by this last statement may 
be inferred from the fact that one of 
tthe objections made by the defendant's 
counsel was that in the laws of Illinois 
“the second half of the chapter relat- 
ing to bribery, in not repeating the list 
of acts sought to be accomplished by 
means of the bribe, which is set forth 
in the first half, made it impossible to 
convict on an indictment charging the 
payment of money after an act was 
committed, because the statute does not 
specifically recognize that such payment 
might have been in consideration of the 
iliegal act."” That such a mesh of tech- 
nicalities should have been swept aside 
by the Judge can but be gratifying *o 
the plain man who looks upon courts 
as instruments of justice and not a5 
training schools-in legal metaphysics.

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MISSOURI GROPS 
| DECLINED DURING 
MONTH Or MAY 


Outlook for Wheat Is 1o 
Points' Below Average for 
Last Ten Years. 


The month of May was unfavorable 
for Missouri farmers, according to the 
official crop report just issued by T. C. 
Wilson, secretary of the State Board of 
Agriculture, at Columbia. 

The condition of wheat Juné 1 shows 
a decline of one point since May 1, and 
a decline of 10 points from the 10-year 
average for this period. 

Following is the official summary: 

CORN—Corn planting, which was com- 
menced much earlier this year than usu- 
al, was greatly interfered with through- 
out the month of May by too much rain. 
The estimated percentage of the crop 
now planted throughout the State {sz 
8.5, as compared with 91.2 one year ago. 
One month ago 46.7 per cent of the crop 
had been planted, only 33.8 per cent be- 
ing planted during the month of May. 
Of the part planted it is estimated that 
24.3 per eent has been or will be planted 
over. Complaints of poor stands are 
general, a number of correspondents re- 
porting much corn to be planted over 
the second time. The condition of the 
growing crop is placed at 67.2, as com- 
pared with 83.8 one year ago, or 9.2 as 
the 10-year avérage. A preliminary esti- 
mate of the acreage places it at 1012, as 
compared with last year, when it was 
7,205,396. Should wet weather continue, 
the final figures may show a decrease. 

WHEAT—Reports show the condition 
of wheat for the State to be 69, as com- 
pared with 70.5 one month ago, 76.4 one 
year ago and 80.3 as the 10-year average 
for June 1. A number of correspondents 
report some improvement, but this is 
more than offset by the unfavorable re- 
perts from many counties where dam-| 
ege has beca done by the Hessian fly. 
Wheat harvest will begin in from two to 
five weeks, depending upon the terri- 
tory. The average of the reports from 
the State places the time until whea* 
will be ripe at 3.7 weeks. 

Oats—The outlook for a good oat crop 
is favorable throughout the State, the 
condition being placed at 91.2, as com- 
pared with 832 one month ago, 83.8 one 
year ago and 77 as the 10-year average. 

Clover, timothy and other crops—The 
condition of the old clover crop is 
placed at 73.6; new clover crop, 838.6; al- 
falfa, 84.6; timothy, 79.7; flax, 86.4. 

‘Tobacco—A preliminary estimate of 
the tobacco acreage places it at 112 
per cent, as compared with last year. 
Condition is given as 17.5. 

Pastures—Pastures are generally poor, 
and cattle and other stock are not doing 
as well as usual, owing to the “washy”’ 
condition of thé grags. Condition of 
pasture is placed at 81.4 

Cotton—The condition of the cotton 
crop is 73.9, the preliminary estimate 


year 1145 and part of crop lanted 92.8. 

Wool and lambs—The average wool 
clip (unwashed wool) is estimated at 
6.6 pounds per sheep for the State. 
Lack of warm weather to bring out 
the grease is responsible for lighter 
weight. The per cent of lambs raised 
as compared with ewes in flock is given 
as 85.6.

EXPENSES ARE HIGHER 





W. C. Brown Deciares It 
Costs More in Wages and 
Everything Else Than 
Formerly. 





NEW YORE. June 6—

F the leveling of prices for all 
I supplies is to become general, 
the railways of the United 
States contend they are quite within 
their rights in asking higher prices 
for what they have to sell, especially 
as they have been compelled, or have 
offered, to increase the wages of their 
employes as well as footed increased 
bills for their own supplies. 

All of this hag been set forth in an 
article prepared for the readers of 
the World and Post-Dispatch by Pres- 
ident W. OC. Brown of the New York 
Central lines. In substance, Brown's 
analysis of the situation presents the 
case of the railroads in their recent 
increase in rates. It follows: 

BY W. ©. BROWN, 
President New York Central Lines. 

The railways of the United States are 
receiving practically the same money 
return for transportation services today 
that they received 10 years ago. Freight 
and passenger revenues are rractically 
the only commodity prices in which 
there has been no advance from the 
general level which prevailed a decade 
ago. 

As the purohasing power of the rail- 
way-earned dollar has fallen off ma- 
terially during this period, the railways 
are, in fact, receiving a smaller com- 
pensation for their services than at the 
beginning of the peridd in question. 
There can be no question as to the 
fact of the higher cost of railway labor 
and supplies. The only question is as 
to the measure of the increase in the 
cost of those articles which the railway 
must purchase from the money received 
by it for the services it renders. 

In the early part of 1907 the increases 
ir the wages of employes amounted to 
more than $100,000,000 a year, and, not- 
withstanding that there was no decrease 
o- reduction in the rates of pay of rail- 
way labor during the period of depres- 
sion, there has been added during the

WASHINGTON, June 6.—Senatorial

Expense Greatly Increased, 
In addition to this, State and Federal 


laws limiting the hours of service, and 


the “full train crew’’ laws in most of 
the states, have added during the past 
four years to the cost of operating the 
railroads at least $20,000,000 per year. 
The rise in the cost of materials since 
1897, when the present upward movement 
of commodity prices may be said to date 
its decisive beginning, has apparently 
been even greater than the advance in 
wages. The following comparison of ma- 
terial prices paid in 1909 and 1897, is il- 
luminating:

In 1899 nearly 60 per “cont of faniewar 


stock paid no dividend. The average 
rate of the 40.61 per cent that did pay 
dividends was but 4.96 per cent. In 1907 
there was 22.73 per cent of the railway 
stock that paid no dividends, and the 
average rate on the 67.27 per cent that 
paid dividends was 6.23 per cent. The 
situation had much improved, but it 
was not satisfactory. It will be remem- 
bered that this was a year of unprece- 
dented prosperity. The profits of manu- 
facturers averaged in excess of 15 per 
cent, of the farmers in excess of 9 per 
cent and the average profit of the mer- 
chants was probably higher than that of 
the manufacturers. 


Rates Were Advanced, 
It is small wonder that the railroads, 


whose facilities were then hard pressed, 


found it difficult to obtain new cap- 
ital, that issues of bonds and issues of 
stock of railroads of even high stand- 
ing were subject to heavy discount in 
the markets. 


Of the seriousness of the situation the 
railroads were well aware. With a nar- 
row margin of profit at the best, with 
expenses increasing more rapidly than 
receipts, something had to be done to 
obtain a lagge income. 

As the freight traffic provides from 
two-thirds to three-fourths of the rev- 
enue of the railroads of the United 
States, and as the rates of freight that 
have prevailed for years have been so 
low, that except with the coarser and 
heavier articles they do not affect the 
price paid by the ultimate consumer, it 
was obvious that an increase in the 
rates of freight was the logical means 
of obtaining the requisite increase in 
revenue. Certain advances in rates 
were made*that continue tn effect. At- 
tempts to make other advances were 
not successful. Certain manufacturers 
and merchants who are large patrons 
of the railroads united in protest. 


Panic Compelled Readjustment. 
The panic befell in the closing months 


of 1907, necessitating: industrial and com- 


mercial readjustments that forbade fur- 

ther immediate advances in rates. The 
revenues Of the railroads rapidly di- 
minished, but there was little if any 
decrease in the cost of supplies and 
none in the rate of wages paid to their 
employes. 

In the summer of 188 it was again 
sought to advance rates, and again there 
wes overwhelming opposition. Mer- 
chants and manufacturers pointed to the 
fact that the railroads were not the only” 
sufferers, that their business had also 
fallen off, that they were likewise un- 
der stress in meeting expenses, that in 
the midst of such depression it would 
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be unjust for the railroads to relieve : 
themselves by increasing the burden of : 





their patrons. 


J. M. PROCTOR, FATHER OF

Proctor, one of the wealthiest residents 
of North Missouri is dead at his home 
in Monroe City. He was 78 years old. 
Mr. Proctor was the father of Mrs. Alma 
Proctor Vaughn, indicted jointly with 
Dr. James R. Hull of Monroe City on 
a charge of poisoning her husband, Prof. 
John Thomas Vaughn of the chair of 
American history at the Kirksville State 
Normal School and widely known as 
an educator and author. 

The accusation against his daughter 
is believed to have hastened his death.
